INCIDENTS IN REV. N. MCLEOD’S EXPERI- 
THERE, 


I take for granted that your readers are 
well informed as to the relative situation, 
topographical features, and social institu- 
tions of the City of the “ Saints.” 

In a luxuriant valley, seventeen miles 
wide, enclosed by snow clad mountains, it 
enjoys an Italian temperature, and corres- 
ponding fruitfulness. The city was origi- 
nally laid out in ten acre blocks, with eight 
dwellings on each. Its present population 
is something over 20,000. The so-called 
Gentile element is very small. San 

Dr. Blanchard, President of Wheaton 
Coilege, visited the city two years ago, and, 
on his return, passing through Denver City, 
in Colorado, so pleaded its claims tha: our 
vouragous brother, Rev. Norman McLeod, 
then occupying that outpost, accepted the 
call, as from God, to go up and take pos- 
session of the stronghold of Mormondom, 
in the name of the Lord. He was unable 
for some time to purchase or lease a site for 
a church, it being a condition imposed by 
Brigham Young that no transfer of real es- 
tate should be made to the Gentiles. A 
hall, the lease of which was under the con- 


trol of a,liberal minded “ Saint,” was sub- 


let to him for a few months, and religious 
worship commenced. j 

Our brother was denounced ‘by the Mor- 
mon Bishops from their rostrums, in the 
hearing of thousands; but the hall was well 
filled with curious or devout hearers. 

One Christian lady, whose husband was 
a Mormon, with many tears hailed the mes- 
senger of the Gospel, after living in that 
dark and dismal place fourteen years with- 
out the sound of the Glad Tidings. <A few. 
whose hearts the Lord opened to receive 
tbe Truth, became steadfast helpers. 

The time approached for the expiration 


of the lease of the hall,.and it being under- | 


stood that there could be no renewal of it 
for such use, the feeble band feared that 
the enemy would succeed in turning them 
out of doors ;. but just then a Mormon who 
had become shaken in his fafth, wished to 
sell out, and Mr. McLeod succeeded in ef- 
fecting the purchase of a most eligible site 
in the centre of the: city, one hundred feet 
front, by one hundred and seventy feet deep, 
on which he erected a neat temporary meet- 
ing-house that will seat between three and 
four hundred persons. This has been 
crowded with eager hearers, and often 
hundreds have gone away unable to get in. 

A Sabbath School has been gathered of 
about four hundred Mormon children. A 


little church has been organized, consisting 


of eighteen members. 

Our brother has had to tell the children 
to cease from asking others to come, as there 
is no more room! Under these circum- 
stances enlargement becomes an imperative 
necessity. A plan for the erection of a 
stone edifice, seating a thousand or twelve 
handred persons, was agreed upon, that will 
cost $30,000. The friends of Christ there 
are doing their part nobly, and their near 
neighbors, nine hundred miles to the west, 
on the Pacific Coast, liberally respond to 
their call for aid. : 

Our friend, before leaving for a visit to 
the Capital, at the summons of the Execu- 
tive, to give evidence respecting the social 
and civil affairs of Utah, determined to make 
full trial of the Mormon toleration, by de- 
livering a course of Lectures dn Polygamy. 
The first was attended by several of the 


Bishops, and two Mormon reyorters. He. 


at the close requested the reporters to give 


the press a full report of his lecture. 


There was great malignancy displayed, 
but no violence was attempted. He was 
publicly anathemized as the vilest man that 
ever entered the city. He was threatened 
with assassination. 

The fourth evening, long before the hour 
of service, his house was packed with Mor- 


/ mons, armed, and led by a fierce assassin. 


At the appointed time he entered and com- 
menced the exercises. He bad not pro- 
ceeded far when the leader rose and fol- 
lowed by his gang, began to groan. Mr. 
McLeod stopped, and, addressing hiniself to 
the leader, told bim he understood his inten- 
tions, but was prepared for the emergency 
and feared him not; that, he stood on United 
States soil, and that po dr would defend his 
liberty. 

Just then two stout Germans, belonging 
to the volunteer troops, entered quietly, and 
walking up to the fellow, seized him and 
dragged him off, kicking him out of doors! 

Our brother, thus relieved, proceeded in 
quietness to deliver his lecture, the rest of 
the gang being overawed. He says he felt 
at that moment as though all the armies of 
the United States’ stood behind him, and 
that One who was greater than all, was with 
him, pledged to protect him. 

Since that occasion he has moved among 
the people as publicly as he could, but has 


never been molested. His relation to the 


six thousand United States troops at Fort 
Douglas—being military Chaplain—is much 
in his favor. 

Besides his clerical duties, he bas edited 
a daily and a weekly newspaper, in ‘the lat- 
ter generally giving one of his sermons 
every week. His present tour among the 
churches is for the purpose of raising funds 
for the new sanctuary ; and more than this, 


he calls for a colaborer to assist, and, if 


acceptable, to succeed him is the pastoral 
charge of the congregation, that he may 
give his whole energies to the garrison, the 
press, and the day schools, which he pro- 
poses to commence, besides itinerant labors 


in the villages around.

Mr. Whitmore has just arrived from the Agency, 
and reports that Klamath Lake has lowered about 
six feet, and is still settling. Crooked Creek, a 
stream between Jacksonville and the Agency, has 
dried up completely. ; 


— The Central Pacific Railroad is now com- 
pleted and in daily operation from Sacramento to 
Cisco. a distance of ninety-three miles, reaching 
within twelve miles of the summit of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, and 5,911 feet above the level 
of the sea—a higher altitude than is attained by 
any other railroad in America. The work of con- 
struction has been vigorously prosecuted during 


‘the year, with an average of about 10,000 men. 


Much-of the masonry and heavy rock excavation 
has been done beyond Cisco, toward the eastern 
boundary of the State. Twelve. tunnels, varying 
from 300 to 1,650 feet in length, are in process of 
construction along the snow belt between the sum- 
mit and the Truckee River, and are being worked 
night and day by three shifts of men, eight hours 
each, every twenty-four hours—employing in these 
tunnels an aggregate of 3,000 laborers. These 
tunnels will be completed by spring, except the 
1,650 feet tunnel at the summit, which is to be 
ready for the track in September. A large force 
of laborers is also employed during this winter. 
east of the mountains, in Truckee Canyon. It is 


expected that during the year of 1867 the road will 


be completed avd in operation to the eastern line 
of the State, from which point the work of con- 
struction toward Salt Lake is comparatively light, 
and can be prosecuted at all seasons of the year at 
the rate, it is believed, of a mile aday, and to 


reach Salt Lake City by the first of January, 1870.

Curing Meat. 


The Scientific American publishes the 
following recipe:—To one gallon of water 
take one pound and a half of salt, half 
pound of sugar, half ounce of saltpetre, 
half ounce of potash. In this ratio the 
pickle is to be increased to any quantity 


desired. Let these be boiled together until | 


all the dirt from the sugar rises to the top 


and is skimmed off -Then throw it into a 


tub to cool, and when cold, pour it over 
your beef or pork, to remain the usual 
time, say four or five weeks. The meat 
must be well covered with pickle, and 
should not be put down for at least two 
days after killing, during which time it 
should be slightly sprinkled with powdered 
saltpetre, which removes all the surface 


blood, &c., leaving the meat fres a. 


h 
clean. Some omit boiling the pickle, and 
find it to answer well, though the operat 


off the dirt always to be found in salt 
sugar. If this recipe is properly tried, 1 
will never be abandoned. There is none 
that surpasses it if any so good: | 


To Make Neats-foot OW. 


The hoofs are chopped off, and the por- 
tions are-cracked and boiled thoroughly. 
From the surface of this boiled mass, 
about one pint of pure neat’s-foot oil is 


: skimmed, which is unsurpassed by any 


other oleaginous matter for harness, shoes, 
&c. After the oil is taken off, the water is 
strained to take from it-any fatty particles 
that may remain, and then it is boiled again, 
until, upon trying, it is found it will settle 
into a stiff jelly. It is then poured into 
flat bottoned dishes, and, when cold, cut in- 
to suitable-sized pieces. It hardens in a 
few days, and then you will have a very 
fine article of glue, free from impurities of 
every kind, sufficient for family use for a 
twelvemonth. By taking a portion of this 
glutinous substance before it becomes too 
thick, and brushing it over pieces of silk, 
you have just as much court plaster as you 
desire, inodorous, tenacious, ard entirely 
free from those poisonous qualities which 
cause (as much of the article sold by apoth- 
ecaries does) inflammation when applied to 
scratches, cuts, and sores. 


To Fry Fish. 

The ordinary manner of frying fish in a 
shallow pan, with only a small quantity of 
grease, may be much improved upon by 
imitating the Greeks, from whom we may 
also learn many other useful lessons in the 
culinary art. Takea large quantity of lard 
in a deep kettle, and let it boil, as for frying 
doughnuts. While boiling, drop in the fish, 
having previously rolled them in flour or 
meal. Ina few minutes they will be of a 
rich, uniform brown, when they may be ta- 
ken out and served hot. They will be found 
infinitely more delicate in flavor, as well as 
more inviting in appearance than when 
cooked inthe old way. This is recommend- 
ed by the long experience of the writer, and 
it will be endorsed by all whotry it. P. 

The philosophy of frying is well illus- 
trated by this Greek process, detailed by 
our traveled correspondent. 


We ny add that success in frying depends 


primarily on having plenty of ot fat. If 
there is but little fat, the article cools down 
to that degree that it is readily absorbed by 
the food. This fact, that cool grease is ab- 
sorbed before it has time to cook the article 
fried, while plenty of.hot grease cooks it 
quickly, and is not absorbed at all, should 


be impressed upon all cooks.—Ep. Am. Ag- |’
